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Here Ihc jeers thru their militant leadership, the proletari in 
dictatorship, ha>e against all odds, against fa;-ine, against intense 
strife and civil ^fo.r, against sabotage, against capitalist invasion 
and blockade— ouy Conrads have maintained power, they have won over 
the masses, they have transformed a great part of those "dark masses" 
of Russian into energetic enlightened workers. They have transformed 
the Soviet Dhicn into one of the Greatest industrial nations in the 
world. They have laid the economic foundation for Socialism, for a 
classless society. 

If you could be with us for Just one day in our shop you would 
realise the significance of the Soviet Union, To be with us in our 
factory Red Comer at a shop meeting and watch the workers as they 
offer sxiggestions and constructive criticism of production in the 
shop. Here are no bosses with power to drive fear into the hearts 
of the workers. No one to drive them to mad speed-ups. Here the 
workers are in control. Even the shop superintendent has no more 
right in these meetings than any other worker. I have witnessed 
many times already when the Superintendent spoke too long, the wor- 
kers in the hall decided that had already consiimed enough time and 
the floor was given to the lathe hand who told of his problems, and 
offered his siiggestions. Try and- imagine that at Fords or Briggs, 

This is what the outside world calls the "Ruthless Dictatorship 
in Russia." Let me say that in all the countries we have thus far 
been in, we have never seen such genuine proletarian democracy. It 
is unpolished and crude, rough and rude, but workers democracy in 
•very respect. The workers in England have mor^ c\ilt\ire and polish 
when they apeak at their meetings but after all they have no power, 
they are still but the tools of an owning class. Here the workers 
are unp>olished and rude, but are genuinely class conscious and they 
have powers. 

In our factory, which Is the largest and most modern in Europe 
(and we have seen them all) there are no plctxires of Ford or Rocke- 
fellor, Roosevelts, or Mellon. No such parasites, but rather hxige 
pictures of Lanin and Stalin etc, greet the workers* eyes on every 
side. Red banners with slogans of "Morkers of the World United" are 
draped across the craneways. Little red flags fly from the tope of 
presses, drills, lathe kellers etc. Men and women work side by side- 
the women with their red cloth about their heads, the men with their fur caps. 

We work here seven hours per day, five days a week (our week 
here is six days long), jit noon we all eat in a large factory res- 
taurant where wholesome plain food is served. A workers' ban fur- 
nishes music to us from an adjoining room. For the remainder of the 
one— hooir lunch period we adjourn to the Red Comer Recreational room 
where we play games, read papers or technical books or merely sit and 
smoke or chat. Such a fine spirit of comradeship we have never be- 
fore witnessed in our life. No distinctions eximt between Superin- 
tendents, leaders and ordinary workers. If you saw oxu- "super" ewinr- 
Ing through the shop greeting workers with "Hello Comrade," you coulc 
not distinguieh him from any other worker.

reformists (liberal wing of the Democratic Party) in such organiza- 
tions as Americans for Democratic Action is, in the absence of a mass 
Social Democratic Party in the D* S*, and under the conditions 
prevailing in our countiry, performing the function of Social 
Democracy* " 

During the past year. Political Affairs , the most authoritative 
medim through which the Conmiunlst Party line of the moment is 
expotmded, has the most fulsome praise for Walter Reuther >s program* 
In the Jxtne, 1956, issue, in an article signed by Erik Bert, we read:

countries, whether aligned with the U* S. or not* The program woiild 
be administered throu^ the United Nations and mviltl -lateral agencies* 
U* S* aid would be made available at once through existing multi- 
lateral agencies, pending UN action on the creation of the World 
Fvmd*" On the heels of this mllateral action in donating $200 
billion to a non-existent fund of the UN, what then? Answer; accord- 
ing to Walter Reuther: "The U* S* would request that the Soviet 
Union make a similar commitment of two percent of its gross national 
product for the same purpose*" 

This hearty concurrence of the Communist Party’s Political 
Affairs in the program of Walter Reuther is an obvious bid for a now 
understanding between the Commtmlsts and the large following of the 
automobile workers’ boss in the ranks of the Democratic Party.

In 1939 
it is alleged Reiither broke with communist factions in labor because of a *double cross*' 
during his attempts to gain power in the United Automobile Workers (UAW). Reuther 
has consistently been attacked by the communist^since 1941. He has published article 
in natinnai magazine (1948), *!How to Beat the Communists" In 1948 he had his right 
arm almost blown off by a shotgun blast.

mation concerning Walter Philip Reuther, President, CIO Division, AF of L and CIO. 

BIOGRAPfflCAL DATA: 

Reuther was born in Wheeling, West Virginia, on SQ)tember 1, 1907. He 
reportedly attended Brookwood Labor College In 1932 and a workers school at Saugatuck, 
Michigan, both Institutions described as communist. He was employed by General Motors 
and Ford Motor Company in Detroit as tool and die maker. From 1933-35 he visited 
Soviet Union and other European and Asiatic countries. He worked for a part of that time 
in a Russian automobile factory. In 1935 he established and became President of 
Local 174, UAW, CIO. He proposed plan to produce defense aircraft - mass production 
in idle automobile plants during World War H. He led 113-day strike of General Motors 
workers November, 1945, to March, 1946. He has been President of CIO since 1952 
and is now President of the CIO Division of the newly combined organization AF of L and 
CIO (since 1955). 

INFORMATION IN BUFILES: 


'Walter Philip Reuther ,( a highly controversial figure in domestic politics 
and on the labor scene, ^ in February, 1933, was issued a passport for travel to Europe 
and Asia. The passport was renew^ in hfoscow in August, 1934, and reliable informatioc 
haa Indicated that Reuther and his brother, Victor Reuther, both went to work in the 
Soviet Union in automobile factories during their stay in Europe from 1933-35. They were 
also reported to have engaged in a study of agitation propaganda and allegedly took coursee 
given under the auspices of the Soviet Union. Reuther was reported to have advised the 
Soviet authorities relative to labor conditions in the United States. ^Information was 
received from several soiirces that while the Reuthers were working in factories in 
Russia, they wrote a letter to a friend in the United States which reflected their admiratio; 
of conditions in the Soviet Union. The letter, dated Janiiary 20, 1934, referred to Russh 
as the /Workers' fatherland. " R stated that their daily inspiration was working side by 
side with their Russian comrades in *bur” factories and the thougdit they were helping to 
build a society which would forever end e^loitations of man by man. The letter also 
stated, ^Mel, you know Wal and I were always strong for the Soviet Union. You know we 
were always ready to defend it against the lies of the reactionaries. ” They also stated

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tn this letter that they ^ere witnessing the most backward nation in the world being 
rapidly transformed into the most modern and scientific, and that they were watching 
daily ^cialism being taken down from the bool^ on the shelves and put into actual

America, ^ was signed, and WaL 

] .In 1936 Reuther married May Wolf. She was reported to be a member

Following his return to the United States, Walter Reuther engaged in a 
speaking toxir under the auspices of the America Friends of the Soviet Union and appeared 
.in various cities throughout the United States, One informant commented concerning a 
Rexitber lecture that Reuther had e^oUed the virtues of the Soviet Union and gave the 
impression that it was ^Heaven In Russia, ’’ -r . . . . 

At a lecture in Flint, Michigan, in 1936,i(Bponsored by the Young People^s 
Socialist League^ Reuther was reportedly asked the que^ion "Do you and the Soviet Union 
believe tn religion and God or in the sciences as a religion? " to which Reuther answered, 
^e do not believe in Go(^ but that man is God, « 

Reuther's West.Side Local 174, UAW, grew until it was the largest single 
local in the UAW with .a membership’ in excess of 30, 000, Reuther was reported in 1935 
to have surrounded himself with "radical lieutenants" including his brpthers, Roy and 
Victor Reuther. , A former member of the Communist Party (CP) testified in 1938 before 
the Dies Committee that "local 174 is what I would call an old soldier *b home for 
discharged CP members whom Martin (Homer Martin) has fired. They are immediately 
taken. In by the communists In. charge of their local, such as Lloyd Jones and Walter 
Reuther . ^ 

- It hafi been reported that Walter Reuther, who at that tLme was P^resident 

of Local 174, UAW, on May 3, 1937, appear^ as a speaker b efore a meeting sponsored 
by the Detroit Committee to Aid Danish I>emocracy. A confidential soxirce advised' that 
Anna Louise Strong, pro-Soviet author and lecturer for over 30 years, was the promoter 
d this meeting. 
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An informant has stated he recalled that the split between the Rexither 
brothers and the CP came in the Fall of 1939 or 1940 during the UAW-CIO Convention. 

R was allegedly predicated on the fact that Reuther wanted to run for the Presidency 
of the State UAW-CIO and, after being promised the support of the CP, he was double 
crossed and they si^orted another candidate. . - _ 

Louis F. Budenz, a self- admitted former CP member and former editor 
of the ♦’Daily Worker, ” in his b^k, “Men Without Faces, ” reported that in June, 1941, 
'vdien Reuther was fitting the communists who were trying to prolong a strike at the 
plant of North American Aviation Company in California, William Z. Foster, Chairman- 
Emeritus of the CP, asserted that Reuther had ’’even tried for membership in the CP 
and was rejected on the grounds of his obvious opportunism. *' Budenz reported that he . . 
knew that Reuther had not made such an attempt. The CP has consistently attacked 
Reuther since shortly after 1941, - ........ 

Li 1948 in an article in ♦XI!olIi er*s Magazine” entitled ”How to Beat The 
Communists” Reuther attacked liberals who "succumb to the united front lure. ” He 
stated, ’^no sober public examination of their unadorned doctrine andtiA purpose can 
fail to reveal them as irauds. ” 

The CP line has reflected in its publications that Walter Reuther is one of 
the worst ♦^ed baiters” in the labor movement, ... 

Li 1955 and 1956 Reuther was investigated by the Bureau in connection with 
a possible appointment to a special Panel on the Impact of the Peace Time Uses of Atomic 
Energy. None of the allegations that he was a member of the CP and the Socialist Workert 
Party were substantiated during this investigation, hi 1948 Reuther had Us ri ght arm aimn 
blown off by a shotgun blast as he stood in his home in Detroit. He was per manently 
injured. .His brother, Victor, was shot and blinded in his right eye in 1949. 

During Sovi^ Premier Khrushchev's first visit to the United States in 
1959, Reuther questioned/snSply and critically regarding labor conditions under Russian 
communism. After Khrushchev returned to Russia^Soviet publications, includin g "Trud, ” 
Russian trade union newspaper, have bitterly attacked Reuther accusing him of deserting 
a Russian wife in the 1930's and describing him as a traitor of the working class and as 
the lackey of the monopolists. 

On September 19, 1960, a Federal District Judge in Detroit dismissed a 
suit charging that Reuther and the Secretary- Treasurer of the UAW had misused imlon 
funds for political purposes.
